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Belleville City Council 
selects John Hitchcock 
as new city attorney

John Hitchcock of the law firm of 
Giarmarco, Mullins & Horton, P.C., of 
Troy is the new city attorney for the City 
of Belleville. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley recommended 
Hitchcock at Monday’s regular meeting 
and the city council unanimously agreed. 
The change is effective immediately 
and the old and new law firms will work 
together for an orderly transition. 

Hitchcock replaces former city attorney 
John Day of the Belleville law firm of 
DiPietro and Day — again. 

On April 6, 1998, Hitchcock replaced Day 
as Belleville City attorney, as recommended 
by Mayor Dennis Fassett, without going 
out for bids. The attorney fees at that time 
were $90 an hour for Hitchcock and $85 
for Day. 

(The council agreed Monday to pay 
Hitchcock $135 per hour, up from the $125 
per hour charged by Day. Hitchcock will 
not charge mileage if meetings are set at 
the beginning or end of the day.) 

In late 1999, after Mayor Fassett was 
recalled from office, Mayor Tom Fielder 
and the council decided to replace 
Hitchcock and went out for proposals. 
They selected John Barr. 

In late 2008 after the election of Mayor 
Richard Smith, Day again became city 
attorney. Day said he also had worked on 
Belleville legal issues early in his career 
when he was with the Cozadd law firm. 

Last Thursday, as sirens wailed and 
tornado warnings loomed, the city council 
interviewed the four finalists for the 
position of city attorney. 

Besides Hitchcock, interviewed Thursday 
were attorneys from: 

e Cummings, McClorey, Davis & Acho 
of Livonia; 

e Barr, Anhut & Associates of Ypsilanti; 
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The air temperature was 75 degrees, the water temperature 38 on Saturday when some members of the Belleville Lake Water Ski Club 
took to the lake outside Johnny’s Grill in Belleville for their Frozen Leprechaun event.

Sumpter Police recover backhoe stolen in 2008 from Canton Twp.

At about 8:42 p.m., March 4, Sumpter 

Township Police responded to a motorist’s 

report of a vehicle in a ditch in the 17000 
block of Savage Road. 

When Officers Phil Jablonski and Colleen 

Carefelle arrived they found a man in a 

Caterpillar backhoe trying to pull a vehicle 
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out the ditch. 

Officer Jablonski checked the vehicle 
identification number (VIN) on the 
backhoe and found it had been stolen from 
a construction site in Canton Township in 
2008. Its worth was estimated at $26,000. 

Sumpter Detective John Toth said when 
the vehicle was stolen in 2008, the thieves 
jumped a fence, started the backhoe, and 
then blew through the fence. It was loaded 
and disappeared. 

He said police seldom have contact 
with backhoes in order to run the VINS. 
He said Officer Jablonski is considered 
the department’s “VIN Master” and so he 
knew exactly where to find the numbers to 


check. 

Det. Toth said Sumpter was able to 
recover the backhoe, which now is owned 
by an insurance company. It was turned 
over to the Canton officer in the Western 
Wayne Auto Theft unit, who confirmed it 
was the stolen vehicle. 

The two men who were with the backhoe

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Belleville Civil Service Commission interviews, OKs 4 police candidates

The Belleville Civil Service Commission 
interviewed two candidates for future part- 
time police officer positions at both its Jan. 
30 and March 7 meetings and then agreed 
that all four were suitable for hire, pending 
further background, physical, and mental 
testing. 

On Jan. 30 those interviewed were Jeff 
Wickham of Canton Township and Joe 
Balowski of Flat Rock. 

After sudden openings, last week Wickham 
began work as a full time Belleville police 
officer. David Brooks, who had been a 
part-time officer, also began a full-time 
position. 

The two replace full-time officers Jeff 
Moller and Brent Putman who both 
resigned to take jobs with the Farmington 
Hills Police Department. 

Officer Wickham, who is married with 
a daughter, was holding down three jobs, 
including serving as an officer at the 
Monroe County Juvenile Detention Center, 
substitute teacher, and manual laborer at a 
landscape supply company. He previously 
worked in security at Detroit’s RenCen and 
for the Las Vegas, Nevada, Metro Police 
Department and Clark County Park Police. 
He came back to Michigan after being laid 
off. 

Wickham graduated from Plymouth 
Salem High School in 1996 and earned 
his associate’s degree in criminal justice 
at Schoolcraft and then attended Michigan 
State University. In 2003 he earned his 
bachelor’s degree in criminology from 
Eastern Michigan University. 

David Brooks has been working for some 
time as a part-time Belleville officer and 
accepted the other full-time position offered 


by Police Chief Gene Taylor. Brooks is 
the son of Van Buren Township Police Lt. 
Dennis Brooks and VBT Dispatcher Terri 
Brooks. 

Chief Taylor planned to offer Brooks’ 
four-day-a-week, part-time position to 
Balowski, who currently works part time 
for the Lower Huron Metro Parks as a park 
officer. Balowski earned an associate’s 
degree at Schoolcraft and went to the police 
academy there. He is attending EMU. 

Part-time Retired-Sgt. Bob Dawson 
is talking about retiring again, this time 
for good, according to Chief Taylor, so 
Dawson’s part-time position will need to 
be filled in the future.

On March 7, the Civil Service Commission 
interviewed two more candidates for part- 
time positions: Bradley “Jake” Cruts and 
Joshua Wolfe. 

Cruts, 28, grew up in Allen Park, where he 
played basketball and football. He earned 
a bachelor’s degree in criminal justice at 
Eastern Michigan University and graduated 
from the police academy in 2009. 

He works at a health clinic in Dearborn 
and in security at Ford Field for the Lions. 
He is not married. His mother works at 
Ford Motor Co. and his dad a professional 
golfer who works at a high school and 
Dearborn Country Club. Cruts also works 
at the golf club. 

Cruts said he is trying to get his first 


police position and it’s been hard because 
many departments aren’t hiring. 

Joshua Wolfe, 24, earned his associate’s 
degree in criminal justice from Schoolcraft 
College in 2008 and a bachelor’s degree 
in criminal justice from Madonna 
University. He finished the police academy 
in December and earned top rating in his 
class in defense, third place in driving, and 
graduated with high honors, 3.8 GPA. 

He said he, too, was looking for the first 
department to give him a chance to be a 
police officer. 

He grew up across the street from the 
Canton Police Department and police used 
to drive by, give out plastic badges, and 
help people. He said he wanted to give 
back to his community, too. 

He worked as an auxiliary officer in 
Inkster with a K-9 officer who helped 
young people and touched Wolfe’s heart, 
making him wanting to help others, too. 

Wolfe said he was getting married in July 
and hoped, if he got a part-time job with 
Belleville, that he would be able to get that 
weekend off. He was assured it could be 
worked out. 

Wolfe said if he got a part-time job he 
would go back to school for his master’s 
degree. 

The Belleville Civil Service Commission 
is made up of Don Bluhm, Michael Loria, 
and Roy Acho. Bluhm was not at the 
March 7 meeting because he was in the 
hospital recovering from injuries suffered 
in a traffic accident. Chief Taylor sat on the 
interview panel with Loria and Acho. 

The commission, which was scheduled 
to have election of officers at the March 
7 meeting, named Michael Loria as 
chairman, out of necessity replacing 
longtime chairman Bluhm. 


VBT Planners set yet another session on landfill gas to energy project

Members of the Van Buren Township 
Planning Commission still have questions 
about the details of the landfill gas to 
electrical energy proposal for Visteon 
Village, now called Grace Lake Corporate 
Center. 

So, another workshop session will 
be arranged, probably on an upcoming 
Wednesday, to consider the application 
from Hoosier Energy/Visteon. 

The site for the plant is on two acres 
next to I-275 in what was called Visteon 
Village when the proposal first came to 
the planners. The project requires a special 
land use approval, since it doesn’t comply 
with the township’s Office Technology 
zoning, put in place for Visteon Village. 

After a two-hour planning commission 


workshop session on March 14, 
commissioners still had questions, 
including: 

e Air quality — Treasurer Sharry Budd 
and Chairwoman Carol Thompson 
want a MDEQ representative and/or 


EPA representative to come talk to the 
commission. Thompson said she knows 
the township doesn’t regulate air quality, 
but commissioners want to understand how 
the township’s state and federal partners 
regulate the air quality; 

e The connection between the Woodland 
Meadows landfill in VBT and the Canton 
Township landfills to the north. Are they 
one landfill and should Canton landfill gas 
be pumped into VBT’s generating plant? 
They asked for an engineer from Waste 
Management to attend the next session. 
Also, more information is needed on the 


names on the permits for the landfills. 
Budd took a recent field trip to the area 
with landfill officials. “I’m telling you they 
are not connected!” She said last fall a pipe 
was put under Van Born Road to take gas 
north to flare. She said there is no other 
connection, although the commission was 
told they have always been connected as 
one landfill; 

e Why the co-generation plant was issued 
permits by the MDEQ with 49’ emission 
stacks, but now the stacks are planned for 
60’ Also, while drawings show five stacks, 
the Ameresco representative says they are 
going to have only four stacks, plus an 85’ 
flare stack; 

e What a “sensitive receptor” is in the 
air quality permit? Commissioner Carl 
Johnson said the OT zoning had attracted a 
possible hospital building in the past; 


e Would this industrial building impact 
the other office/technology projects that 
might have selected Visteon Village/ Grace 
Lake? Commissioner Ken Guenther was 
concerned about that; 

e Does the landscaping shown in a photo 
comply with VBT regulations? Sally 
Hodges of McKenna Associates said she 
sees trees were Photoshopped in, which is 
“always a little questionable”; 

e Where is the signed Hoosier/ITC 
agreement permitting the electric line to run 
through the ITC corridor to the substation 
to join the electric grid? They were told it 
had just been signed and they will have it 
soon; and 

e What is the truth of the EPA violation filed 
against Hoosier in Pike County, Indiana, 
that resulted in a $950,000 civil fine and

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Editorial 
Here’s the salaries for 
VB Public Schools 


Ever since we’ ve been publishing salaries of 
local public servants, we’ve been challenged 
to include the Van Buren Public Schools. It’s 
an overwhelming proposition, with more 
than 700 school district employees. 

After a Freedom of Information Act 
request, the school district quickly provided 
the salaries for 2011. But they weren’t 
in any particular order I could figure out. 
We wanted them in highest to lowest total 
compensation and that’s the way they are 
now. 

Dr. Carl Johnson volunteered to enter the 
numbers into an Excel program that could 
sort the salaries any way we wanted. He 
thought the percentage the fringe benefits 
were of the total compensation was 
interesting, so we included that. (The list 
starts on page 15.) 

Carl did the work as a public service, 
sort of his winter project before he flew to 
Lakeland to see the Tigers play. Now that 
the weather is so nice, he’ll be doing outdoor 
projects at home. 

The figures shoot down some rumors that 
school board members are getting rich from 
all those meetings. There are some surprises 
at the top of the list, too. 

This is the end of our “shine the light on 
the 2011 salaries of local public servants” 
project. Over the past few months we’ve 
published salaries for Belleville, Van Buren, 
and Sumpter and now the schools. While 
most salaries seem reasonable throughout 
the area, you can see it’s those darn benefits 
that cost the taxpayers big time. But, that’s 
the way it was for 2011. 


I wimped out on a special Belleville 
City Council meeting last Thursday, held 
to interview four law firms for the job of 
city attorney. With tornado sirens wailing 
all around, I decided to stay home. 

Everyone knows by now that one of 
the tornados came down just 25 miles 
from here and that no one was injured, let 
along killed. It’s being called Michigan’s 
Miracle. 

That evening’s 6:30 p.m. council 
meeting went on as planned without me, 
with Councilwoman Kim Tindall giving 
regular reports on the weather. They finally 
adjourned at 9:45 p.m. 

The CERT team manned South Middle 
School as a shelter for those in mobile 
homes and other places without shelter. 
CERT also was called by Van Buren 
Township dispatch to man North Middle 
School as a shelter. 

On Friday morning, a man came in to 
ask me, again, why Van Buren Township 
doesn’t have emergency sirens. 

He is a VBT farmer and was out in the 
fields working when the weather turned 
bad. He said if the wind hadn’t been just 
right he wouldn’t have known there were 
tornado warnings. 

He said he heard Canton Township’s 
siren from the Geddes area and then Huron 
Township and Romulus. 

Others report sirens also went off in 
Sumpter Township and the City of Belleville 
to warn the residents. Sumpter now has 
nine sirens throughout the township. The 
city’s siren is atop City Hall. 

My friend the farmer remembers years 
ago that there were emergency sirens in 
VBT at the Ecorse Road fire station and 
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at the fire station in the City of Belleville, 
behind the museum. But that was then and 
this is now. 

“The technology is there,” he said, adding 
grants are also available to municipalities 
for such emergency sirens. 

Itold him about the “Code Red” emergency 
system that Supervisor White is promoting 
that will call people’s cell phones, land 
lines, computers, etc. with emergency 
messages. That may be OK for some, but 
my friend the farmer usually doesn’t clip 
his cell phone onto his overalls since it falls 
off and he loses it in the fields.

Don Juchartz of Bemis Road (Sumpter 
side) said he’s been reading about the 
sightings of robins lately and he has news 
for us. Some robins have been here all 
winter. For example, he had 45 robins in his 
Rotary crab apple tree outside his window 
one day last winter.
